AN ACT Rel ating to fundi ng of a state biosolids nmanagenent program
anmendi ng RCW90. 48. 465; and addi ng a new section to chapter 70.95J RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEWSECTION. Sec. 1. A newsection is added to chapter 70.95]J RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The department shall establish annual fees to collect expenses
for issuing and adm nistering biosolids permts under this chapter. A
fee schedul e shall be established by rul e and shall be adjusted no nore
often than once every two years. This fee schedule applies to all
permts, regardless of date of issuance, and fees shall be assessed
prospectively. Fees shall be established in anmpbunts to recover
expenses incurred by the department in processing permt applications
and nodifications, reviewng related plans and docunents, nonitoring,
eval uati ng, conducting i nspections, overseei ng performance of del egat ed
program el enments, and supporting overhead expenses that are directly
related to these activities.

(2) The annual fee paid by a permttee for any permt issued under
this chapter shall be determined by the nunber of residences or
residential equivalents contributing to the permttee’s biosolids
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managenent system |If residences or residential equival ents cannot be
determ ned or reasonably estinmated, fees shall be based on other
appropriate criteria.

(3) The biosolids permt account is created in the state treasury.
Al receipts fromfees under this section nust be deposited into the
account. Mneys in the account nmay be spent only after appropriation.
Expendi tures from the account may be used only for the purposes of
adm nistering permts under this chapter.

(4) The departnent shall present a biennial progress report on the
use of noneys from the biosolids permt account to the I|egislature.
The first report is due on or before Decenber 31, 1998, and thereafter
on or before Decenber 31st of odd-nunbered years. The report shal
consi st of information on fees col |l ected, actual expenses incurred, and
antici pated expenses for the current and follow ng fiscal years.

(5 The departnment shall work with the regulated comunity and
| ocal health departments to study the feasibility of nodifying the fee
schedul e to support del egated | ocal health departnents and reduce | ocal
health departnent fees paid by biosolids permttees.

Sec. 2. RCW90.48.465 and 1996 ¢ 37 s 3 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(1) The departnent shall establish annual fees to coll ect expenses
for issuing and admnistering each class of permts under RCW
90. 48. 160, 90.48.162, and 90.48. 260((;——and—+0-953-020—through
70-953-090)). An initial fee schedule shall be established by rule
wi thin one year of March 1, 1989, and thereafter the fee schedul e shal
be adjusted no nore often than once every two years. This fee schedul e
shall apply to all permts, regardless of date of issuance, and fees
shal| be assessed prospectively. Al fees charged shall be based on
factors relating to the conplexity of permt issuance and conpli ance
and nmay be based on pollutant | oading and toxicity and be designed to
encourage recycling and the reduction of the quantity of pollutants.
Fees shall be established in amounts to fully recover and not to exceed
expenses incurred by the department in processing permt applications
and nodifications, nonitoring and eval uating conpliance with permts,
conducting inspections, securing |laboratory analysis of sanples taken
during inspections, review ng plans and docunents directly related to
operations of permttees, overseeing performance of del egated

pretreatnment prograns, and supporting the overhead expenses that are
directly related to these activities.

(2) The annual fee paid by a nmunicipality, as defined in 33 U S. C
Sec. 1362, for all donestic wastewater facility permts issued under
RCW90. 48. 162((5)) and 90. 48. 260( (;—and-—706-953--020-threugh70-953-0690) )
shall not exceed the total of a maxi mumof fifteen cents per nonth per
resi dence or residential equivalent contributing to the municipality’s
wast ewat er system The departnent shall adopt by rule a schedul e of
credits for any nmunicipality engaging in a conprehensive nonitoring
program beyond the requirenents inposed by the departnent, with the
credits available for five years fromMarch 1, 1989, and with the total
anmount of all credits not to exceed fifty thousand dollars in the five-
year peri od.

(3) The departnent shall ensure that indirect dischargers do not
pay twice for the admnistrative expense of a permt. Accordi ngly,
adm ni strative expenses for permts issued by a nmunicipality under RCW
90. 48. 165 are not recoverable by the departnent.

(4) In establishing fees, the departnent shall consider the
econom c i npact of fees on small dischargers and the econom c i npact of
fees on public entities required to obtain permts for storm water
runoff and shall provide appropriate adjustnents.

(5) Al fees collected under this section shall be deposited in the
water quality permt account hereby created in the state treasury.
Moneys in the account may be appropriated only for purposes of
adm ni stering permts under RCW90. 48. 160, 90.48. 162, and 90. 48. 260((+
anrd—#0-953-020through—70-953-090) ) .

(6) Beginning with the biennium ending June 30, 1997, the
departnment shall present a biennial progress report on the use of
noneys from the account to the legislature. The report will be due
Decenber 31st of ((+he)) odd-nunbered years. The report shall consi st
of information on fees collected, actual expenses incurred, and
antici pated expenses for the current and follow ng fiscal years.
